USSR ; Rumors are circulating in Moscow that 
further high-level personnel shifts will be announced 
later this week. Party presidium members Polyansky 
and Shelepin are said to be slated for promotions in 
the governmental hierarchy and Malinovsky will al- 
legedly be removed as defense minister. Moscow 
rumors have been generally more accurate since Khru- 
shchev’s ouster than before. At the provincial level, 
one key change was announced on 7 December when 
the party boss of Kazakhstan was deposed, rescind- 
ing what wa s apparently a personal Khrushchev ap-i 

pointment. 


S udan : Race riots between negroid southerners 
and Arab Sudanese in Khartoum on 6 and 7 December 
have left at least fourteen dead and hundreds injured. 
Government statements now attribute the rioting to 
’’seditious elements" which misled the country's "pri- 
mitive citizens." The minor role assigned the army 
in quelling the riots may reflect continued gove rn - 
ment uncertainty over present army loyalties.
